" Valkyrie III >' to Remain In New York All 
Winter— JJIIlicultleB Arranged. 

Montreal, Sept. 20.— A Now York spe- 
cial sayB thab tho Valkyrio III will be pub 
back in dock at that porb to remain there 
ail winter. She will, sail trial races with 
tho Distant Shore, the new challenger, 
next year and if tho Defender beats tho 
latter the Valkyrio will sail the Defender 
for the cup. All arrangements have beon 
made to this end. 

New York, Sept. 20.— The Evening PoBb 
says to day : " It is known that Lord Dun- 
raven still beliovea the Valkyrie fasber than 
tho Defender and thab wibh a' clear course ho 
thinks sho should win in the kind of weather 
which prevailed the last two days of this 
year's series of races. He wants to raoo 
agaln??> the Dafonder again for the Ameri- 
ca's oup and will probably be accommodated, 
lb would, however, be Impossible for the 
New York Yacht Club to race against tho 
Valkyrio for the cup until the race with the 
DiBtant Shore has been decided, as Mr. 
Roae and bho Royal Viotoria Yaohb Club 
have the prior right. Bub there is no reason 
why the Valkyrio should nob sail for the oup 
after bhe Dlatant'Sbore has been disposed of 
and this has been dooided. The quosblon of 
a courao has also been satlsforily arranged. 
Lord Dnnraven is willing to accept the state- 
ment of tho committoo that they will do 
bhelr bent to keep the Sandy Hook coarse 
clear. The Defender will bo chosen bo race 
ugainsb bhe Distanb Shore and the Valkyrie, 
as the owners are convinced l hat this latest 
creation of Henechoff is the fastest yaohb 
afloat — as one yachtsman expressed himself, 
' She iB a world-boater.' " 

Lord Dunraven'a objeob In having the 
Valkyrie III winter on tnie nido the Atlantio 
is to silence those of his eribios who havo as- 
serted thab he was afraid to meet tho De- 
fender again. Thoro has been a groat deal 
of talk about special races between the two 
vessels. If anybody wants tho Valkyrio to 
race, she will bo on hand. If the Defender 
goes to the Mediterranean, tho Valkyrie will 
go there also. 

London, Sopt. 2G —Tho Yachting World, 
in itB issue to day, says that Herbert Moir, 
who proposed to build a syndicate yaohb to 
challenge fcr the America's cup, has been 
almost inundated with lettora from writera 
who offer to subaoribo towards tho projoot 
Bams varying from S2.500 to S5.000. Already 
more than §15,000 has beon offered. 

Cowks, Isle of Wight, Sepb. '26 —Mr. 
Granb, secretary of tho Royal Yaoht Squad- 
ron, aeked by a representative of tho Asso- 
ciated Press to day rogarding tho rumors 
that a race will be sailed this season bo- 
tween tho Defender and Valkyrio III in 
Amorican walore, said no ohallenge had 
been given or acc ipted by Lord Dunravon 
as far as official kuowlodgo had reached tho 
Royal Yaoht Squadron, for any raco be- 
tween tho two boats named. In his opinion 
ib ia nob likely that the Valkyrio III will 
aall again in American waters this year, see- 
ing that a portion of her crew are alroady In 
Eogland and Lord Duvraven is starting for 
home. 



NEW IRI8H MOVEMENT. 

England's Difficulty Declared to lio Ireland's 
Opportunity. 

Chicago, Sopt. 26. — To-day the commit- 
toe on resolutions suhmitted a declaration 
of prinoiploB sobbing forbh]Iroland's rlghb to 
rule, bho rights of which sho had boon de- 
prived of by Groat Britain, and bho mannor 
In whloh sho had boon oppressed. Thoy do- 
oiared that Irish liberty muab bo won upon 
tho field of habtlo, and thab Ireland muab 
make Bribaln's difficulty her opportunity. 

The ohairman alao submitted on behalf of 
the resolnbions commltbee separate resolu- 
tions, as follows : 

Resolved— Thab we earnestly protesb 
against tho continued inoarooratlon 
in English prisons of the Irish pab- 
rlots ; that we oonsider ib in- 
human and against the policy of 
civilized nations to keep in prison men who 
have acted only in bhe interest of their coun- 
try and human llborby ; that tho release of 
these men ia imperatively demanded, not 
only by the Irish people but by civilization. 

Resolved, qhab this convention, recogniz- 
ing tho importecce to the Irish nation of 
preserving the language, literature and 
music of the reople, commends the work 
now being done by tho Gaelic loaguo and 
the National society la loolaud, and by the 
Gaelio aooietiei of this country, and earnest- 



ly trusts our people will give their hearby 
co operation and generous supporb. 

DURRANT'S ALIBI FAILS. 

Dr. Cheney Denies That He Saw the Prlfloner 
at His Class at the Hour of 
the Murder. 

San Francisco, Sopt. 26 —The keystone 
in bho aroh of the Durrant alibi crumbled 
and foil to-day. The witness upon whom 
the attorneys for the defenco depended moab 
to sustain their contention that Durrant was 
attending a lecture ab tho Cooper medical 
oollege ab tho hour when Blanche Lamonb 
was murdered, gave disappointing testi- 
mony. Inatead of testifying thab Durranb 
waa present ab cho lcoturo, as Attornoy 
Deuprey Bald Dr. Cheney would do. 
tho dootor said he had no recollootion of 
seoing the young man, To offaeb thie ro- 
vorao the defonoo muds bub ono poinb, the 
admission us an exhibit of tho roll aall book 
at tho oollogo in which Durant was rocorded 
aa present at tho locturo givon on tho af tor- 
noon of April 3. The prosooution holds the 
roll call book in littlo esteem from tho faot 
that it will place witnesses on the stand to 
prove thutDurrant frequentlyuakod hisolaes. 
mates to answer to his name when ho was 
absent and thab thoy complied with his re- 
quest. Tho crush in the corridors at the 
entrance to tho courtroom was greater to day 
than upon any other day ainco bho trial be- 
gan. Men and women foughb for admission 
while tho sheriff and n eoore of deputies 
struggled as desperately to keep bhe crowd 
back.

LILL00ET MINES. 

New Quartz Strikes at Anderson Lake 
Show Some Splendid 
Results. 



Lively Development on Caynse Creek 
and Bridge River Dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. 0. S. Bell, of Lillooet, who Ib staying 
ab bhe Orienbal, reports considerable mining 
work going ahead In Mb diatrlcb and wibh 
highly satisfactory roBultB. On CayuBe 
Creek three shifts of rrien, under Mr. 
HughcB the superintendent, are hard at 
work dovoloplng the Bonanzi quartz mine. 
The oompauy to whom ib is bonded have 
agreed to spend $15,000 In proBpeoting, and 
already there are 500 tonB of ore 
on the dump. The ore is free 
milling, running In gold from 38 bo §200 a 
bon, and some of ib rr.uoh higher. Work will 
gn ahead all winber, and should the results 
be satisfactory a mill will' be erected for 
breabing the ore. The same company have a 
bond on bhe Vancouver-Enterprise plaoar 
claim on Cayuse oreek. The old oompany 
spent 835,000 In development work, and as 
soon aa pumps can be gob in winzes 
will be sunk in tho tunnels already 
made, so that bedrock may be 
reached. The property looks well and 
ahould pay. The Bridgo River Gold Mining 
Co,, on Horse Shoe Bend, have 25 men at 
work making a cub to change tho river bed. 
When the cub la finished bhe oompany will 
have a quarter of a milo of river channel, 
whloh la known to have vory rioh pay dirt, 
to work. Tho oat Is being pushed to com- 
pletion aa rapidly as possible. 

Somo new quartz strikoB have been 
made on Anderson lake. Four of theso 
belonging to Messrs. Peters, D. Fraser and 
William Allen Bhow on the surface quartz 
running $18 in gold and §5 in silver and 
growing rapidly richer ob depth is attained. 
The ore is partly free milling and partly sul- 
phuretB. Several other new olaims have 
beoa recently taken up there also. 

A now company with English oapltal haB 
jusb taken up the MoDonald & Hurley placor 
leases baok of the town, besidos tho Lillooet 
hydraulio lease and five loasos on the easb 
side of the Fraser. They will run 
a dltoh at a coat of S40.000, to 
bring tho water from Cayuso oreek 
to work the lease". The ground has al- 
ready been thoroughly proepoated and work 
ia going right ahead. The now telegraph 
lino from Aahoroft to tho town of Lillooet is 
now half completed, and will bo ready for 
operation about the middle of Ootobor.

MEXICO AND CUBA. 

Open Ports for the Cuban Republic In tin? 
Central American Republic— 
Insurgent War Vessel. 

New York, Sepb. 26.— Secretary Gonziles 
Quesada, who has boen In Mexico City 
almost a fortnight in conference with Presi- 
dent Diaz in relation to establishing open 
ports for the Cuban navy and coaling sta- 
tions, writes that all his plans have beer,' 
sucoeBBful so far. He says the first vessel 
to take advantage of Mexico's' concessions 
to the Cuban patriots will be a Britiah orafb 
fitted oub with an armament to enable lb bo 
cope in Cuban wabors wibh any Spanish war- 
ship now cruising bhere. Ib was bullb In tho 
United States nob long ago, it is said, at a 
cost of §250,000 for the West Indian brado 
and for trans-Atlantio business and haa been 
running between J\ew York and Cuba. 

Ib lies in che river Thames ab London and 
has been out of commission about six 
months. Its armament is now in a ware- 
house in Tampico harbor and consists of two 
heavy guns, two rapid-nriDg guns, one gn* 
ling gun, one Maxim, six torpodo tubes aid 
1,000 stand of small arms and cutlasses. 
Aboub bhe water line ib has been supplied 
with ten-inch armor platea. The vessel was 
boughb about a month ago by an English 
syndicate, whloh has spent $100,000 in lis- 
ting ib up aa a cruiser and aommerco de- 
sbroyer. A orew will oonslst of 500 men 
under a captain who commanded lb while 
In the Cuban trade. In lebtera re- 
ceived at Cuban headquarbers in 
bhis oity he wribes thab ho will nob need 
pilota. It will have five officers who have 
served in various navies in Europe. An ex- 
ceptionally large quantity of provisions will 
be carried. Part of the agreement with 
bhe English syndioate was that General 
Maooo ahould aupply $50,000 to help pay for 
Ha equipment. Ib ia said that ib will carry 
bo Cuba on Its first trip an irnmonso quan- 
tity of arms boughb through tho Mexican 
governmenb In France, Germany and Eng- 
lond. Boforo leaving for tho City of 
Mexico, Secretary Qaesada exhibited let- 
ters from President Diaz guaranteeing pro- 
tection to the Cuban veBtel, and ogroeing to 
supply it with coal and provisions. It will 
also bo protectod whilo tuking on tho arma- 
ment. 

Tho plans of the expedition were taken 
to Cuba by Dr. Donald A. Dodge, a young 
New York physician. Dr. Dodge was ar- 
restod as a spy in Santiago. One of the 
jailors, a Cuban at heart, convoyed sooret 
meesagoB to him from frienda outside and 
delivered to them messages from the dootor. 
Thepapers describing tlio plan, whioh ho 
had succeedod in secreting from tho prison- 
officials, wore conveyed through tho guard 
to representatives of tho Cuban causo in 
Santiago and by them Bent to General Anr 
tonio Macoo, who was aBkod to forward im - 
mediately to Seorotary Quesada §50,000 in 
gold. About a weok ago a special courlor 
arrived from Cuba at Cuban hoadquarters 
with lettorB from Gen, Maceo. An hour 
after rocoiving tho lettora Sooretary 
Quasad boarded a fast train for 
the City of Mexico. One stipula- 
tion in the ogroemenb ia thab tho voaBfl 
shall nob sail from London until commis- 
sioned aB a c:uiBcr by the Cuban govern- 
menb.

WESTMINSTER LANDS, 

Terms Upon Which the Dominion Government 
Paris With Them to Settlers. 

The rocont re-oponlng of tho Dominion 
government lands in tho Now WoBtminator 
district for homestead ontry makes timely a 
ferkf outline of the conditions upon which 
poataiaion may be acquired. The now con 
rlitiona date from tne order in council of 
July 11, which deolareB : 

"Whereas all tho lands within the rail- 
nay bolt in the Provinco of British Colum- 
bia are open for homestead entry, with the 
axcoptlon of tho agricultural lands in the 
-Now Woatminster land district, whioh are 
'hold for sale ab tho rate of $5 per acre : 

** His Excelionoy.u nder the provisions of 
:hnpter 56 of tho Revised Statutes, inti- 
tuled 'An act respecting certain public 
lands in British Columbia,' and by and with 
tho advice of tho Queen's Privy Counoil for 
Canada, ia pleased to order that, in view of 
the great cost of oloarlng and preparing for 
■urop the hoavlly blmbored lands in tho 
Eraser valley and tho depreciation in the 
price of farming lands elsowhero, tho provi- 
sions of tho regulations at present in force 
In regard to homostoading throughout the 
remainder of tho railway belt shall bo and 
the same aro hereby mado bo apply to the 
2<ew Westminster land district also." 

The regulations reforrod to provldo thab 
any poraon boing the sole head of a family, 
or any malo over eighteen yoara of age, may 
obtain homestead ontry for any quantity of 
xarveyod agricultural land nob exceeding a 
quarter section (160 acres) upon paying an 
ofuca fee of ten dollars Having resided 
upon and cultivated the land for a period oi 
Vnrtie years from the dato of entry bbo home- 
steader may obtain an absolute title to ib 
upon paymonb of $1 por aero. Or boforo 
llio exprratlon of the three years ho may ob- 
tain a title by proving residence of twelve 
months and cultivation of at loast thirty 
sxrh, and paying $2 50 per aero. 

It is also provided that a homesteader 
may obtain his title upon paymonb of $1 
3>or aoro provided ho has roaided on the 



land continually for the lasb twelve months 
previous to applying for tho patent ; and 
proves commencement of cultivation within 
six months of making hia homeatead entry 
and continuance during the three yoara, that 
in the first year ho prepared at loaBt five 
acrea for cultivation and in tho sooond ten 
acres additional — or in the case of timber 
landa tho oleuring, fencing and cultivation 
of three and five acrea respectively in the 
two yearB. 

Land may ho aimilarly ucquirod for the 
purpose of fruit culturo. by oleuring und 
planting annually the . specified small por- 
tions, the patent to iasue live ycara from tho 
dote of entry upon paymont of SI por acre,

now Thoy Develop the Body, Miud and 
Soul of the Little 
Child. 



The ynaltficatioiia of a Kindergartiiei 
Whose Field of Labor Is the 
Human Soul. 



(By Stella Mathews.) 
Whab ia a kinderjjarton ? The word kin- 
dergarten mouuB ohild-garden. Therefore 
the kindergarten should be a garden where 
the little children may obtain Buitablo mate- 
rials for the development of body, mind and 
Bon], 

Hove does u gardener take care of his 
plants ? Porhapa ho may, after long years 
of Btudy and preparation, bring all of his 
knowledge to aid him in the cultivation of 
one tiny plant. He puts in his seed, abso- 
lutely sure that in it lie all the possibilities 
of tho perfect flower. He first sees that the 
soil ia of the vory best, then patiently waits 
for the outward manifestations of the inner 
life. At last ho is rowardod, tho tiny seed 
has sent forth its inner life, but does tho 
gardener then coaao to be watchful? No, 
ho watohea it with increasing care, guardB 
and protec's it from ovory harm. If a ten- 
dency to abnormal growth appear in any of 
its parts ho checks it for foar it may become 
a d-'formify. AU tho time he watches, 
never doubting tho final remit, 

With liko knowledge and faith in tho 
ultimate possibilities of the plant in their 
keeping should the mother and kinder- 
gartner enter upon thoir work. 

In tho kiodergarten wo aim to iilluenco 
the entire being of the child, to aid him to 
know, to feel and to follow the truth. The 
aim of all true education 1b preparation far 
right living. Tho material we deal with is 
the soul of tho child. We cilioate the 
mind and body to that higher ond. 

The children learn obedience to natural 
laws. How o»n we better got the child to 
obey laws than by making him the law 
maker ? Children are very logical and very 
just, and if thoy help to make tho laws in 
kindergartens, and so on through school 
life, it perhaps will not need to ba said of 
them that " our law-makers are our law 
breakers." When a law is violated the 
child musb suffer the full and natural pun 
ishment, whatever it may b'. 

We must work from the physical up to 
the higher piano. The child comes to us 
with his phyBioal being most highly de- 
veloped. We try to give him tho right 
environment, so as to develope his latent 
faculties, working on the thoory that " for 
ination is bettor than reformation." If the 
child comes to ua with a bad habit we give 
him something good that is equally as inter- 
esting, thinking that a thing once dono is 
the beginning cf a habit. 

Hon. William T. Harris Bays : " Kinder- 
garton work is a quoation of political econo- 
my, and that if they will give him tho child 
the Btate shall have the man." 

The kiodergarten developes the throefold 
nature of the child. " Its object is the for- 
mation of character by rooana of an harmon- 
ious development of body, mind and soul. 
ThiB ia aooompliahed by meana of play, 
childlike work and constant exercise in right 
doing. Thekindorgarten recognlzesand Bceks 
to develop the individuality of iho child. It 
furnishes him with the companionship of his 
equals, through whom be gets his first lee- 
eons in citizenship. It provides the best 
preparation for school life, and It strives to 
prepare the ohild not only for time, but for 
eternity, by enabling him to grow into what 
he can be and what God meant blm to be." 

Again, kindergarten is regulated symtama- 
tlzad play, or play for a purpose. And play Is 
the natural way the child has for expressing 
himself. Play is universal, and, as the 
universal is tho creator of tho particular, 
through his play the ohild may be led to do a 
particular thing well, which in after life may 
be of groat jvaluo to him 

A well kbowu kindergartner has said: 
" The ideal which the child holds up to him- 
self in play reaota upoa his charaoter, and 
what he represents himself as being, he ac- 
tually strives to beoome." 

Gardening and the care of pet animals 
should be in every kindergarten. Wo are 
not doing as Froebol would have us do whon 
we neglect to .have gardens and animals 
within the roBch of our children. Wo can- 
not get the children to observe until we 
give them, things to observe, and ao through 
"Nature tako them up to Nature's God." By 
connecting the real thing with pictures, we 
have achieved a two-fold result, especially if 
the pictures are of plants and animals and 
children caring for them. Children oannob 
appreciate care until they have taken care. 

Tho children In kindergartens should all 
hare some duties to perforin, and so feel a 
poeBesBion in their klodergarton. 

Every morning the ohild should bo groot- 
ed by a pleasant smile atd a cheery good 
morning Ho should bo allowod freedom, 
but not unruly, aimless play. When tho 
piano begins to play it ia a signal for all to 
enter tho circle. Good morning is then 
sung, alBO a " Thank you " song for tho lov- 
ing earo that haa boon with ua through tho 
night, Tho child ia enoouragod to toll what 
has interoatod him ainoo leaving kindergar- 
ten tho day before, and to bring to us what- 
ever ho can. ThiB gives oaoh child a feel- 
ing of ownership and of being fellow-holpora 
in their own kindergarten. 

A story should bo told during tho morn- 
ing cirole. And there Is hardly any other 
factor in tho kindergarten that can be mado 
m ofltctual ns a good story. The aiory is 
usually made the centre of tho morning, 
and euoh thing that ia dono may be grouped 
around it. One story may last a week or 
be rotold. There la scarcely a child who is 
not moved by the magic worda " Onoa upon 
a time " or "a long, long time ago." Each 
story should havo a meaning and bo told for 
a pirpose. For instance individual reapon- 
alblliiymay neod to be emphasized aud a 
Btory something liko this might bo told ■ 

"Onno upon a time, a long, long time ago 
thoro waa a wiso and good king, who loved 
hie people and trlod to mako them happy. 
He loved to travel through all partB of hiB 
kingdom, oarrying with him kind words 
and deoda for all ho met. Finally his peo- 
ple, who loved him in return, built bountiful 
palaoea for him in different parts of the king- 
dom. The people living upon the mountains 
bullb a psl&oe for him upon tho mountain?, 
and tho peoplo in thu valloys built ono for 
him ia the valleys, and so on until 
ac last his palaces were soattorod a 1 
over the land. But ohore was one 
palace In which ho spent more cf his time 
than in any of tho other?, and I think it wob 
because it stood in the midst of a beautiful 
garden, filled with treoB, (lowers and vines, 
whioh had boon planted for him. Evory day 
he would walk in his garden, and one day as 
be stopped to admire a beautiful vino, what 
was his surpriso to find it drooping and ap- 
parently lifeless. Ia his surprise and grief

he cried out, 'Oh my boautifui vine, whit 
hm happened to you ? " And the vine said 
' On king, it Is so little I can do fnr yr t 
that I nm discouraged. I cannot bloaBoii 
like the roee nnr grow tall like tho tree 
cau on'y clicg hero in this f ioble manner, 
and so I thought I would try no lengor.' 

" The king aaid nothing huh passed 
and soon ho came to a rose bush whioh only 
tho day before be had aeon covered with 
fragrant roBOB. He stopped to pick one 
lo ! it drooped in his hands. After g zing a 
moment in mute surpriso he said : ' On, my 
beautiful rose, are you too drooping 1 ' And 
the roio raised her head for a moment and 
timidly said : ' Yes, king, I wanted lo do 
something for you, and I tried so hard to 
grow large liko the tree, bub I could not. 1 
could only be a roue, and ao I thought 1 
would try no longer.' Again the king 
bowed his head aud passed on, Nrxt he 
came to a tree which had for a long time 
been hie pride, and when he saw that too 
drooping, he oriod from tho agony of hiB 
heart : ' Oh, my tree, my pride, are you 
too, drooping ? ' Tho tree said: 1 Yes, oh 
king. I do bo little for you. I cannot 
bloaaom like the tobb, and I tako up so 
muoh more room in tho gurdon, and bo I 
thought I would give my place to someone 
who could sorvo you better.' 

" The king, now sad ub hoart, turnod to go 
to the palaoo ; and aB he walked along with 
bowed hoad ho saw Bomothing bright and 
beautiful ut his feat, and us he lookod again 
a little pansy liftod her houd and turned her 
bright and smiling face upon him. 'Oh, 
my dear little panay,' aaid the king, ' you 
are still here bright and boautifui as ever,' 
and tho panBy said : ' Yes, oh king, I have 
been thinking this mutter over, and this ia 
what I thought. Perhaps whon you planted 
a vine you wanted u vino and noiliing olse, 
and when you plantod a roso you wanted a 
roao and nothing moro ; acd whon you 
planted u treo you wanted just a tree ; and 
maybe, when you planted mo you wantod 
juat a pansy, and so I am going to try to bo 
tho sweetest and dearest little pansy I know 
how to be.' " 

Wo may Beo no immodiato reBult from our 
story or work, but good seed haa bsen 
dropped into good soil, and wo all know how 
early impresaionB intlueneo our later lifo. 

In the marching of tho kindorgarten tho 
ohlldron should have ideals, and try to 
muroh and do ub their ideals or heroes 
would. 

Tho g : ft lesson, where tho ahild tells, the 
story with his material, whatever ib may 
be, and then draws that picture on tho 
board, ia the timo for his freo expression. A 
number of ohildren working togethor for ono 
result proves that co-oporation gives strength 
aud a better, larger result. 

In the games the different trades are 
p'ayed, the ohildren boo tho interdependence 
of the farmer, shoemaker, carpenter, miner, 
etc ., and represent euch in turn. In that 
way respect for trade lifo is given. They 
also play bird, fish, squirrel, and all animal 
games.. In this way u lovo for tho animals, 
aB will as observation of them, is stimu- 
lated lu tho clay much room for free ex 
predion is given, and tho child learns to 
rt-spoo; the material he can mako eiiy what 
he wisheB it to Bay. 

In tho occupation work, where th>> child 
putB a part of himaolf, in tho good by e cirole 
and in all the different periods of tho morn 
ing tho child is given aomothing that will 
mako him a batter, stronger man. 

The senses should bo rightly trained 
Froebel, in his Mother Pluy book, places 
much importance on the right training of 
thosoneeB. There is hardly an instinct that 
la moro important, and one that Is loss 
guarded, than tho exnroise of the sonscs. 

Thon, again, with the simple finger plays 
the child will be happy a long time ; his 
fingers may be a family, father, mother, 
brother, slater and baby, Tho right activ- 
ity of tho hands will keep tho wrong from 
coming in. Wo oan omphasizo these finger 
families to too great an extent with an older 
ohild, so when his fingctB do things they 
ought nob to do he will say, " Oh, well, my 
finger families, they did it." Not admit- 
ting that he wbb the keeper of the finger 
families. 

Miss Harrison says : " Build up the posi- 
tive, aide of your child's nature and tho neg- 
ative side will not need to bo unbuilt," 
That ia, give him things he oan investigate, 
say to him " do this " rather than ' ■ don't do 
that." Do not take things from him and 
leave him with nothing to do, or he may be 
like the man in the parable who drove out 
the dtvil, then swept and garnished his 
house and left it empty, whon seven other 
demons came and dwelt thoroin. If the 
ohild haB not good the ovil muBt come in. 

Now u tew worda about tho kindergarton. 
We are often aakod " What aro tho noceB 
eary qualifications for tho work ?" Froebol 
says : " One should know tho whole uni- 
verse tefore a little ohild is committed to 
hia care," If wo woro judged by that law 
very few of us would bo cupablo of 
discharging so sacred a responsibility. 
Still wo muBt each know some- 
thing of tho universe of which we 
are a part, and " evory honest effort toward 
a lofty ideal, ia a prbpulsivo power towurd 
its achievement." Wo should first study 
child life and romembor that juat aa surely 
as tho health and strength of maturity do- 
pend upon this early growth, juat so surely 
the development of character in succeeding 
years depends upon tho right or wrong train- 
ing of the child's natural instincts. 

It was Emerson who said : " Long be- 
fore tho majority of mothers are conscious of 
the faot, the child's idoao cf life, of right, of 
duty, ol plousuro, of usefulness, are receiv- 
ing a bent which all tho education of schools 
and collegos cannot uproot." We neod thorn 
to study ouch child well, and givo him that 
which ho seems most in need of. 

Each toacher is a gardener " whose field 
of labor is the human soul." She musb 
know tho onvlroumont of the child, and 
know how to dovelyp all that is good and 
check the further growth oi ovil ; she there- 
fore will need fhH ne'p of ovory mothor. 

Froobol traiuml all tho girls in his kinder- 
garten as mothora, calling thorn spiritual 
mothers, for ho Bald : " Tho doBtinies of tho 
nations lie far moro In the hands of tho 
mo:horathan In tho possessors of power," 

Again ho says : " lu all things there livoa 
and roigna an oternul law." This otornul 
law he called Unity, and says " Unity Is 
God." 

To understand Froebol and to understand 
childron wo must study tho universe It 
takes years to do bo, end tho way is often 
discouraging, but whon ouch year comes to 
ub a fuller, riohor yoar wo gain frosh 
strength and courage to go on. The kindor- 
garten training la a growth, a development 
which no mother or young woman can afford 
to loao. " It makoB hotter wives, bettor 
mnthora, and better oitlzens." Ib Ib a pre- 
paration for a fullor and riohor life.

their prosperity If they are able to enjoy 
some of tho bonoSts of olosor communica- 
tion and communion of interests with the 
Mother Country, as Mr. Chamberlain advo- 
oates suoh intimacy? Already they have 
linked their boundaries to Auii and Aus- 
tralia, and they aim to compete with our 
merchants in mauy other placea. No painB 
should be spared by our agriculturists, B,nd 
In fact by otbor industrial classes on this 
side of tho Canadian bouudary, to aeoure for 
tho United Stales such portions of the 
trade of tho world as should naturally come 

tO U8. 

These- are tho rt flections and conclusions 
of a thoughtful and well-informed citizen of 
the United States. He believes that tho 
competition of Canada with the United 
States in the markets of the world is nob by 
any means to bo despised, and be aho be- 
lieves that when the commercial relations of 
Canada with Groat Britain aro closer than 
they are now, this country will bo in 
trade a far more formidable rival to the 
United States than it is at present. Many 
Canadians regard tho schemo of an intimate 
commercial union l>3twoen Great Britain 
and her colonioa as the dream of some ultra- 
loyal colonial enthusiasts, onoouraged by 
theorizing Imperial publicists, which never 
can be realized, but this hard-hoadod. prac- 
tical American journalist is evidontly of a 
very different opinion. 

A NEW KIND OF SPY. 



A FRIENDLY RIVAL. 



Those Canadians who are continually dis- 
paraging their own country and making 
comparisons between it and the United 
SbateB unfavorable to Canada will perhaps 
be edified and to some extent, at any rare, 
reformed if they study carefully the fol- 
lowing articlo from on American newspaper, 
the Providence Journal. The writer has 
bakon an impartial view of the progress of 
this country as compared with that of the 
-United States, and he has been able to form 
something like a just estimate of tho char- 
acter and the capabilities of its inhabitants. 
The subjeot of the arbiole is a reporb or bro- 
chure issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture containing Information 
with regard to Canada as a market for Am- 
erican products. Tho writer desoribeB the 
reporb aa nob having been very skilfully 
drawn up, bub ho has been able to extract 
from it material for an article which will bo 
read with great interesb by every patriotic 
Canadian who is affordod the privilege of 
perusing ib. The first paragraph describos 
in terms nob at all complimentary tho re- 
port from which the writer derives hU In- 
f i.-mation. He then goes on to say : 

The British Possessions of North America 
are especially the scene of agricultural move- 
ment and enterprise. But while that ia very 
well understood in this country, ib is not 
2 morally known that a larger proportion of 
iho agricultural products of that Colony are 
ixported than of tho crops of the United 
States. Of wheat, for example, Canada's 
yield for 1894 wbb 42.H4.779 bushels, and 
ber exportB 9,597,405 bushels. The United 
States produced 460,267,410 bushela and 
snld to other countries 88,415,230 bushels in 
1894. The proporbion of our exports of 
barley, rye, oats, potatoes, hay and some 
other products, to the total crops of those 
staples waa in all cases below what those of 
'Canada showed. In the production of corn 
alone we have an advantage over the Cana- 
dian oompetitorB for Europe's markets. The 
dairy trade of the Canadians is even more in 
their favor and against our production. 
Canada's exports of butter in 18S4 amount- 
ed to 5,534,621 pounds. From this country 
the aggregate quantity exported was 11,- 
.812,092 pounds. But the great superiority 
■of tho Canadians ia seen especially in the 
production of cheese. While the United 
States sold 73,852,134 pounds of this artiole 
to foreign consumers in 1894, bho farmors of 
Canada sent 163,673,883 pounds of it abroad. 

Tako the products of the two countries 
upon a broad classification, and the rapid 
advanoes whioh Canada is making are still 
moro plainly evident. The total valuo of all 
tho forest products exported from the United 
States in 1891 was §28,010,953. Tho value 
of tho Canadian output was $24,530,620 in 
tho same year. Again, the fishories of the 
British oolony aro steadily appreciating in 
value, and last year reached In tho oxport 
trade branch tho sum of §11,412,281. The 
exported tiBhorioB products from thia ooun- 
bry wore worth §4,201,920. Singularly 
enough, tho groater portion of tho Canadiun 
advance as an oxporb producer of this article 
was nob soen in the common claasoa nf fiah 
produced on tho Atluntio Coast. Tho sal- 
mop, fisheries of tho Paoific Coast formed the 
bulk of the gain over previous years. An- 
other fact to whioh tha attention of the 
poople of this oountry should bo called is the 
suoaeea which the Canadian farmers hove 
with their live Block or livo animal trade. 
They oxporbod §6,499,713 worbh ot cattle 
in 1894, although the total number of noat 
oattle in tho whole Dominion is bub 3.000,- 
000 or nndor. With our own 34,364,216 
oabtlo, tho Amorican exports of beef in thia 
form during tho same year wore worth but 
$33,461,922 Ib may bo added, too, that 
noatly as many ehoop, in proporbion to the 
total population, aro found in Canada aa In 
thia oountry, and thab notwithstanding tho 
absonce of a wool tariff. 

Ib iB possible to collate those baldly ar- 
ranged details of British progress in North 
America with tho faotsof American produc 
tionand arrive at a protty olear and corrocb 
opinion of tho spirit which animates tho fow 
millions of inhabitants to tho north of us 
whon they oob out to establish their material 
interests upon a firm foundation. It is evi- 
dent that they aro a hard-working pooplo, 
industrious, frugal, and determined to find 
tha means of happiness and conteutmonb in 
bho resources of tho country about them. 
So far they havo succeeded in makiDg their 
way to tho doors of tho greatoat markets 
wibhoub onoountoring much opposition from 
thia part of tho American continent, and to 
a groat extont thoy havo boon able to over- 
roaoh our pooplo whon tlrn competition has 
Jhoen upon even linos. What will nob be 



Thero aro without doubt among tho news 
caterers for tho pooplo of this Dominion 
oomo iirat-olasa foola. Some of tho telogramB 
that roach us could only havo boon compiled 
by persona far advanced toward imbecility, 
The man who telegraphed from Quebec, 
" Wo aro informed thab Mr. Laurlor is fol- 
lowed theao timea by a sort of doteobivo en- 
trusted with the duty of taking note of all 
his words and watohlng all his movemonta" 
must havo too little senao to get under shel- 
ter when it rains. 

Every public man who is of any import- 
ance has many Buch " spios " on his track 
whon he goes on a Btumping tour; and the 
politician bo far from feoling annoy od to find 
that they aro following him Ib glad to aee 
them, and if he Is wise ho endeavors to give 
them all tho assistance he ean. Tbo man 
that the Quebeo newsmonger describes is 
nothing moro or less than a short-hand re- 
porter. Ho follows the speaker, takes down 
every word he publicly utters and watchea 
all his movements. What in the world 
oould a mera "spy" find out about Mr, 
Liurier thab he would be afraid to see pub- 
llehed to all tho world? If the reporter 
should be such a fool as to telegraph mere 
Impertinences to his paper he would very 
soon bo told that the public felt no intoreBt 
whatever In what Mr. Laurlerate for break- 
fast, dlnnor and tea, what he said to the 
waiters at the hotel or what topics woro dis- 
cussed by him at table or on the street. 

Ib Ib only right thab every word that the 
Leader of tho Opposition Bays in public 
should be faithfully reported, and " the fel- 
low at the Dorahester meeting" no doubt did 
his verybeBb to catoh every word Mr. Liurier 
uttered, and if he reported tho speaker 
fully and accurately ho merely did his duty. 
Ho do more deserved to be called a spy than 
tho chairman of the meeting or anyono elso 
who attended ib. How intelligent editorB 
should pay the slightest attention to the at- 
tompt to throw odium on the honest reporter 
pauses our comprehension. 



her own enrichment. She, wherever ib was 
possible, gave the colonists complete con- 
trol of their own affairs. The conaujuence 
was that thoir affection for her remained un- 
diminished, or rather ib lnc:eiaed in pro- 
portion bo the relaxation of her rule. Great 
Britain's oolonies to day are more firmly 
bound to her by affection and goodwill than 
thoy ever were when thoy were in a 
stato of pupilage — when they were - obliged 
to look to Downing Street for com- 
mercial advantages and political concea 
Bions. The only ohango in their relations 
with the Mother Country thab colonlata ap- 
pear to desire is that of closer union, a 
nearer approaoh to identity of interest. 

In the management of her oolonieB Great 
Brtain has found the most liberal way to bo 
the beeb way. The greater confidenoo .aho 
has reposed in bheir loyalty and bhe less re 
sbrainb aho haa placod upon bhom tho stronger 
grow the bond whioh kept them within her 
Empire. It ia singular thab other nations 
have not profited moro by her example than 
thoy have done. 

It cannot be aald that tho connection bo- 
twoon Groat Britain and her coloniea has 
boon kopb up ab groab cosb to the Mother 
Country. She is so situated that the main 
teranco cf a powerful navy and an army 
of respectable dimensions ia to her 
a neoeHsity. Ib is quesbionable iJ she woro 
deprived of her colonies to-morow that 
Groat Britain could with safety diminish her 
expenditure on her army or hor navy by a 
single pound ; and there can bo no doubt 
that ahe is stronger and her importance 
enhanced by having friendly communitiea 
and open ports in time of war as woll as in 
time of poace in every quartor of the world. 
And no doubt whon occasion requires tho 
oolonieB will, both with men and treasure, 
aid her in maintaining her high place in tho 
family of nations.

COLONIES. 



A colony ia to France a very expensive 
luxury. Tho French have not yet learned 
tho art of colonization. Aud it lu the earns 
with the Spanlah. Both France and Spain 
have had as good opportunities to plant ool- 
onieB and to keep them aa Groat Britain haa 
had, But their oolonies havo almost with 
out exception boen failures, while those o' 
Great Britain havo grown into nourishing 
self-governing communities. 

"It Is ton years," saya an American con 
temporary, " since bhe annexation of Ton- 
quin was made, and eoven since Fronch In 
do China was placed on its present footing. 
The total trade at last accounts was about 
$1 4,000,000 of lmportsand$19,0OO,000 of ex 
ports. Of this tradorathnr lass than one-fourth 
(24 per cent. ) was with France, while tho 
Fronoh Budgob contalna as the price of thia 
part of tho trado for Cambodia, Cochin-China 
and Tonquln $6,283,800— the coab of Ton 
quln alono being (qual to almost tho whole 
valuo of tho imports aud twice the valuo of 
tho exports. The showing for Siam and 
Madagascar, if ib could bo made, would of 
course bo even moro discouraging. Bub oven 
if we assumo that In a few years Slam and 
Madagascar will bo as valnablo to Franco os 
Tonquiu, or ua all Coehio-China, it will still 
bo evident that tho acquisition of thoao re- 
mote, colonies is not a promising way to in- 
oroaso Fronoh i wealth or extend Fronoh 
trado. 

Cuba, almoab tho only colony left to 
Spain, is now aud has for a long time been, 
a thorn In tho side of tho mother coun- 
try. She and Portugal havo loBt all thoir 
onco promising oolonies in North and South 
America. 

Thero must bo some reason why these 
countries failed to be good colonizers. It 
soomB to us that it is because thoy, in 
thoir colonial policy, thought only of 
thoir own good and their own ag- 
grandisement. With thorn a colony 
waa rogardod solely in tho light of a oon- 
tributor to the wealth and tho greabnoBS of 
bho Mobhor Country. Tho welfare of the 
colonists was a matter of secondary con- 
sideration. This Boemei to be the main 
Idoa of Groat Britain when Bho firab began 
to plant colonies, bub whon she, in carrying 
oub that Idea, lost hor groatesb and 
most valuable colony, she inaugurated 
another policy, whioh has proved em- 
inently suooosBful. Tho good of tho colon 
ists bBcamo, in time, tho main object 
of Great Britain in dealing with hor colon, 
lea ; advantage to hersolf waa u secondary 
consideration — an incidental consequence. 
Great Britain ceaBod Lo tax the colonioa for 
hor benefit and to rogulato thoir trade for 



NOT IMAGINARY BY ANY MEANS. 

Our evening contemporary ofifeota to bo- 
liove that our account of the eatimato in 
which Mr. Laurier is held by many mem- 
bers of the Liberal party is " all imaginary." 
Ib ought to know hotter if it does nob. All 
Liberals are nob blind partisans — ready to 
swear that Mr. Laurier ia everything that 
his admirers and hisfl&tterersdeBoribohim to 
be.

It is jusb possi- 
ble that some of them may have uttered 
their criticisms in the hearing of Conserva- 
tives. It is astonishing how soon the es- 
timate which a party forms of ita loading 
men leaks out. One would almost suppose 
that ib is carried by the wind from place to 
place. It may be that tho impressiou that 
the Liberals of Ontario and the Maritime 
Provinces arc disappointed in their leader 
has been borne to the Pacific coast on the 
wings of an Eastern galo. At any rate, 
whatever may have boen the meanB of Its 
conveyance, it is hero, and we have no doubt 
that a whisper of It has been heard in tho 
office of tho Victoria Timea. We will go 
further and will venture to prediot that if 
Mr. Laurier doos not change his 
tactics, if he does nob boaome 
more outspoken, more definite in his 
statements the opinion whioh is now uttered 
in private and in whispers will find a 70100 
loud enough to bo heard from the Atlantio 
to the Paoific. What wo have aaid, 
many Liberals if they felt freo to say what 
they think would admit, ia not the "pro 
duot of a disordered imagination," bat the 
elmple truth moderately exproBsodi Our 
contemporary must, of course, keep ap its 
game of bluff a little longer. Bub the time 
is, we are convinced, nob far off whon bluff- 
ing on this Bubjeob will deceive no ono,

HEALTH ACT PROCLAIMED. 

Provides for a Provincial Hoard With 
Comprehensive Authority 

The hoalth act passed by tho provincial 
logialature in 180,1 but not to corns into 
forco until proclaimed by the Lieut. -Gov- 
oinor-in-Councll, ia by proclamation appear- 
ing in the current issue of the British Col- 
umbia Gazstte to take effect from to-day. 
Thia act providoa that thoro shall bo a pro- 
vincial board of hoalth of not more than five 
mombers, tho chairman and secretary to bo 
paid salaries not exceeding respectively 
S3, 000 and $2,500 annually, tho othor mom- 
bore to bo paid a per diem allowance for at- 
tendance at moetings. 

Tho act provides that tho provincial board 
shall tako oognizanco of tho interests of 
health and lifo among tho poople of tho pro- 
vince ; and that they shall especially study 
tho vital statistics and ondoavor to mako an 
intelligent and profitable use of the collected 
reoorda of death and of sickness. Other 
dutiea coming naturally within the scope 
of tho board are sot out in groat detail ; 
and the board aro givon very extensive 
powers, especially at times whon any part 
of tho province ia throatenod with any for- 
midable opidomic.

SEALERS' CLAIMS. 

Something; Definite Likely to Be Done 
Towards Their Settle- 
ment. 



The Commission Will Have to Consider 
the Original Claims for 
Damages. 



That Sir Julian Pauncefoto will be in 
Ottawa next week to confer with the gov- 
ernment in reforonco to the appointmont of 
a commission to assess tho amount duo by 
tho United Sbatea to Brltiah Columbia soal- 
ers ia welcome nowa hero. One aoaler inter- 
oated In the award said yostorday that ho 
hoped that tho commission when appointed 
would arrange to hold its aibtingB in Vic- 
toria in November and the oarly part of 
December, for thab would bo the bast time 
to examine witnoBsos, as tho soalorn would 
then all bo In port and would not start on 
their oruisoa until the end of December or 
tho bsginning of January. The appointment 
of tho commission is rendered necesaary 
by tho refueal of tho U. S. CongroBS to vote 
the sum of $425,000 whioh had been offered' 
by Prosident Cleveland's government and 
accepted by the Canadian government and 
scalers upon tho condition bhab the money 
should bo promptly paid, thus avoiding de- 
lay and the oxpeneo and troublo of a com- 
mission. The arbitratora will therefore 
have to docldo upon tho original claims, 
which amount to noarly §700,000 for actual 
losses sustained by tho aoalers, with- 
out any allowanco for consequential 
damages or interest. Tho interest upon 
the claims, of which tbero are 28, will come 
to somowhoro in the neighborhood of 
$150,000, as most of them date from 1887 or 
1888. These claims it must be understood 
are not those arising under the modus 
vivendi, whioh are now in the hands of the 
Imperial government, bub aro for damages 
sustained by the sealers for the five years 
previous to 1891. 

BRENT GOOD. 

A Prominent New Yorker Visiting Victoria 
Just Now. 

Mr. Brent Good, of New York, a promin- 
ent business man and capitalist, iB at the 
Driard accompanied by his daughter, Misa 
#ato Good, Harry H. Good, MIbb F. E. Col- 
well and H. H. Olman. Mr. Good is pro- 
prietor of the Lyceum theatre of New York 
and also of Carter's Little Liver Pilla, ia a 
bankdireotor and la interested in other en- 
terpriaea. Hie trip to the Coast ia really 
one of pleasure. He tiaB been visiting Den- 
ver, Salt Lake City and othor Western 
townB of the United StatOB, and waB at Den- 
ver principally to attend the convention 
of drug men recently held there. Mr. 
Good is not an Amorioan. Ho was born in 
Rochester of English parents, and thou 
moved to Belleville, " whero," he said 
laughingly, " I waB raised on the rookieac 
farm in the county, with a couplo of oxon 
and a stone boat."

He is a bi-mstalllab to a 
oertain degree, Congress, he thought, 
would devote their next session to a dis- 
cussion of tho money question, just aB last 
session waB taken up with the tariff ques- 
tion. 

" I have recontly como from London," 
said Mr. Good, " and there are literally tons 
of money thoro waiting investment." Poople 
oould get only auch small interest and wero 
so eick of their losses in Argentine, Africa 
ard other outside countries, that their eyea 
wero now turned towards thia continent, 
ard before long plenty of monoy would pour 
in for investment, especially all through tho 
Wesb. 

Mr. Good and party return East over tho 
C.P.R, and will stop a few day b at Banff, 
tho hotol thoro, which usually closes at tho 
end of September, boing kept opon tor thoir 
spocial bonofib. Mr. Good returns to Lon- 
don after he gets Eaat.

To accurately tlescrlbo tho typical 
Americuii ah-] seems almost impossible, 
for each stato and city has its own par- 
ticular typo of reigning belle There is 
tho Now York girl, and the Boston girl, 
and t-ie Chicago girl, and tho California 
girl, of whoso mental and physical at- 
tributes wo have heard so much. 

The New York girl is as different 
from tho Washington maiden as tho 
English young lady from the French 
damsel. The Englishman visiting Goth- 
am for tho first time rubs his eyes in 
amazement as ho is presented to belle, 
after belle of the most correct English 
type. These girls aro as faultlessly and 
fashionably gowned as his countrywom- 
en, but their tailor made costumes seem 
to fit them bettor and to be -worn with 
au indescribable air that ho cannot re- 
member to have noticed in his own fresh 
faced, rather heavy sisters.

"A penny saved is a penny earned" and 
"Cleanliness is next to godliness" aro 
her most cherished maxims. Sho is a 
modest, tender little maid, who devel- 
ops into a gentle, wiso woman and 
finally becomes the dearest, sweetest old 
lady in the world. To her Philadelphia 
is tho model city and William Penn the 
greatest man who over lived. 

Smiling, languid, yet hot tempered 
and a littlo vindictive, is tho New Or- 
leans girl. Light hearted and fond of 
lifo, her disposition is all sunshine and 
shadow. A creature of sudden contrasts 
is the typical Now Orleans girl. Though 
too easy going and indolent to care 
much for work, sho is vivacious enough 
in conversation and manners. Sho is in- 
clined to become -stout as she grows old- 
er, and hor complexion frequently thick- 
ens and darkens. Sho speaks both French 
and English fluently, and while in the 
former tonguo sho clips hor words a lit- 
tle the latter language rolls trippingly 
off her tonguo with a slight trilling of 
tho r's and au added fullness to the vow- 
els. 

Her dark eyes, as black as sloes, give 
out a tiny red spark when sho is angered, 
and she has a queer little trick of roll- 
ing them at other times. She has no 
tasto for athletic sports, but sho loves 
music and dancing, and sho excels in 
singing strange littlo French songs nev- 
er heard except in New Orleans. She is

prouo to using slang. Sho is usually a 
dark eyed, dark haired and olive skinned 
young creature of rather large mold. 
Sho dresses in tho height of fashion, 
and though some of hor selections in 
the way of costumo aro rather startling 
they are always becoming. Sho is gen- 
erous and fond of masculine attention, 
which it is freely acknowledged is hers to 
command. She resembles tho Baltimore 
girl in that sho suffers from moods, 



sometimes as gay as a lark, sometimes 
mournful as a dove. Her hair is fine, 
silky, dark and wavy rather than curly! 
She is inclined to be extravagant, but 
can make sacrifices if necessary, for she 
is not selfishly extravagant and is as 
willing to spend money on a friend as 
on herself. A fine, showy, passionate, 
generous girl is tho St. Louis young 
woman, whoso heart runs away with 
her head sometimes.

Tho San Francisco girl is an entirely 
different product from the girls of the 
other cities. The conditions of life, tho 
floods of golden sunshine and the profu- 
sion of flowers and fruits all appear to 
shed some mysterious infiuenco about 
her. Sho is more beautiful than other 
girls, and there is an almost sensuous 
charm about the coloring of hor com- 
plexion, the masses of her golden hair 
and the voluptuousness of her magnifi- 
cent form. Sho lias a talentfor tho stage 
and is frequently a highly gifted young 
woman, natuie being as lavish with her 
in regard to mental gifts as to physical 
charms. But though she is a marked 
success upon the stage either as a lyric 
or dramatic artist, though sho becomes 
a celebrated painter, a sculptor or an 
author, she is not a cultured girl in tho 
ordinary acceptation of the word. Sho 
is not usually a well read girl, nor is 
sho a girl of many accomplishments. 
Her one talent, developed, sho rests con- 
tent with that and the kingdom she 
rules by right of beauty. Sho is a daugh- 
ter of the gnds, "tall and most divinely 
fair," and her gestures aro graceful, tin- 
conventional and wonderfully free. Sho 
dresses well and fashionably, and her 
accent is remarkably pretty, clear, dis- 
tinct, soft, full and absolutely untainted 
b}- provincialism. 

The trace of Spanish blood gives the 
San Francisco girl the prottiest eyes 
and eyebrows in the world, and the 
mist and tho fog preserve and clear (he 
lovely, soft, rich coloring of her com- 
plexion. Tho San Francisco ideal is 
blond, but not a white, towhoaded 
blond liko tho Swedish beauty. Her 
hair is golden, not flaxen, and hor skin 
more olive than milk white. It has been 
said that tho most beautiful race of 
women in tho world would bo tho re- 
sult of a mixture of all nationalities. 
California is more cosmopolitan than 
any other stato in the Union, and the 
California girls are more beautiful in a 
sensuous way thau tho daughters of any 
other stato. 

Each state lias its own typo, depend- 
ing perhaps moro or less upon the na- 
tionality of tho peoplo who first settled 
that section of the country. Yet proba- 
bly tho typo for tho wholo Union, the 
American beauty as recognized abroad, 
is neither the lily of England nor tho 
brunotte of southern Europe, but that

Sweeping Without Dust. 

With a little care yon can sweep the 
dirtiest carpet without raising much 
dust by placing outside tho door of the 
room to bo swept a pail of clear, cold 
water.

To a pint of cream, whipped stiff and 
sweetened with a large cup of sugar, 
add half a box of gelatin prepared as 
for cocoanut cream. A tiny pinoh of 
salt is an improvement. Scrape a pino- 
applowith a silver fork until it is inline 
shreds and add it to tho cream. If the 
fresh fruit cannot bo obtained tho can- 
nod answers very well. Tho coutentH of 
otio caii are used. If tho pineapple is in 
slices, it must bo cut into very small 
pieces. Tho mold must bo sot on ico to 
stiffen. 



Washing T.awnx and Cnllcoes. 

Tho must dolicatoly colored lawns and 
calicoes can bo washed in bran water 
without injury. Boil whoat bran in the 
proportion of !! pints to a gallon of wa- 
ter for half au hour. Strain it, and 
when cool enough to bear your hands 
in it wash tho dress in it. It will re- 
move tho soil and stiffen it sufficiently 
without using starch. If much soiled, 
rinso through water containing somo ol 
tho bran water. Then dry in a shady, 
airy place.

NOVELTIES IN LANTERNS. 

Some Now Box Desljrns Which Any Uoy, 
Can Easily Slake. 

The Chinese feast of lanterns does not 
hike pluco until September, at tho time 
of the harvest moon, but it is not say- 
in;,' much for an American hoy that ho 
can get ahead of a Chinaman. So it 
happens that grocers and tobacconists 
ere now besieged for cigar boxes, and 
tho demand for tissue paper has already 
produced a scarcity of desirable colors 
in the market. 

Last year a boy in the eastern district 
pxcited tho admiration of his fellows by 
making a lantern of a large gourd which 




grew in his back yard. The idea was 
not new, as any boy who has been in 
the country could testify, though pump- 
kins or squash aro tho vegetables gener- 
ally employed. However, this gourd 
was especially effective by reason of tho 
beautiful markings, tho green showin 
in dark lines against tho clear yollow. 
By means of a small wax candlo such 
as is sold for Christmas trees, the 
gourd lasted several nights without 
■withering. 

But most city children must bo con 
tent with box lanterns. By taking two 
cigar boxes, tho size which holds 50 
cigars, opening tho lids and forming a 
cube, a lantern doublo tho ordinary sizo 
may bo made. Of course it will be nec- 
essary to cut a board for tho top and 
base, the former having a, circular or 
square hole for air. Four such boxes 
will make a handsome cross lantern. 
Take the lids off and turn tho boxes so 
that thoy open inside tho flguro. Tho 
lids will supply boards for tho top and 
base. 

For a gourd lantern tho best orna- 
mentation is a face, and by cutting tho 
rind very thin in sumo places and leav- 
ing it thick in others excellent effects 
may be made with light and shadow. 
With bos lanterns tho' idea of a stencil 
should be employed. Mark tho figuro 
you wish to have. The best way is to 
draw it on paper and paste tho drawing 




on tin- wood. Then cut tho lines in 
dashes not entirely out. Circles aro 
pretty for corner ornaments. These aro 
easily made by using a coin for draw- 
ing the ring, burning a holo in tho cen- 
ter and enlarging it with a penknife. 

The designs here given are some which 
The Eaglo artist has drawn expressly. 
They aro simplo and effective. — Brook- 
lyn Eagle.

As for Alberni gold coming to buy Cow 
ichan produce, I will ODly remark that that 
produce would either have to be shipped 
round the southern end of Vancouver Island 
or bo taken to Nanaimo and hauled forty or 
fifty miles over a bush wagon traok.

To the Editor : — The references made in 
your editorial columns from time to time to 
tho now remedy for diphtheria are oertainly 
noteworthy, if tho statements quoted can be 
supported. But all too littlo time has elapsed 
for safe deductions to be made. A great 
many medical discoveries highly oulogized 
at tho outsot — witness Kooh's cure for con 
sumption — have a very short life when fairly 
tried, and disappear Into Limbo after a 
while. Whatever may bo the merits of 
antl-toxino, however, there can bo no doubb 
of Its being unsafe, and there are plenty of 
instances of this even now, although as usual 
they do not get beyond tho mtdioal jour 
nalB. Here 1b bub one, the testimony ot Dr 
Lennox Browne in the Journal of Laryn 
gology, after exhaustive experiments In hos- 
pital practice. 

" When drawing attontion at the meeting 
or tho clinical society Iasb' December, to 
what cannot bub bo considered an inorease, 
under tho use of serum, of the most grave 
complications of diphtheria, viz , anuria, 
nephritis and cardiac failure, I took ocoa- 
sion to express a hopo that further experi- 
ence might prove thac tho disadvantages of 
eerum would be more than outweighed by 
its benefits. I deeply regret to be obliged 
to record facta which, if confirmed— and 
thoy are easily oapabio of being cheokod by 
parallel observations oi others, who may 
eleot to make use of the opportunities which 
I have ombraood— cannot fall to carry a con 
trary convlotion."

The New Admiralty Chart of the Onter 
Wharf to Be Photographed 
To day. 



Movements of the Warships In Esqui- 
mau— Comox the Site for a 
Rifle Ransre. 



This morning a photograph of the ohart of 
soundings that havo been takon by H. M. S. 
Nympho at tho outer wharf will bo mado, 
which will shortly afterwarde, it ia said, be 
placed on exhibition. Tho ooundingB, which 
are to form tho bisia of a new admiralty 
chart of tho approaches to tho outer wharf, 
present material differenoefl from thoBe of 
tho old chart. For instance a lodgo running 
from the shore towaid Brotchio ledge was 
found to exist whioh did not previously ap 
pear. It was owing to tho unreliability 
of tho old chart that tho recont soundings 
were undertaken. Tho work was oarried 
ou; in compliance, it ia said, with a request 
of the CP. R. Tho Nympho will return to 
England noxt month and ia expected to 
leave Esquimalt about tho 20th of Oetobor. 
Her relief, H. M. S. Ioarua, went into com 
mission on Tuesday laat. Yesterday tho 
Nympho was docked for oleaning ; 
sho will be on tho blocks for a 
few daya and will shortly afterwards 
go up to Westminster for exhibition wook 
with H.M.S. Wild Swan. On Oetobor 5 tho 
fhgahip leavoa on a crulso to Vancouver and 
Comox and to be away for about a fortnight. 
It ia generally believed in naval circles that 
next year tho navy rill 3 range, now located 
at Esquimalt, will be transferred to Comcx 
The present range ia considered to be quite 
adequato for tho rifles now in use, bub when 
these are replaced by tho latest improved 
and tho mote powerful arms which are ex 
peoted from England next yearanothorrango 
will be required for the sako of safety. 
No change, however,", is anticipated until 
it is definitely decided whether or not the 
Royal Arthur will be ro-commissioned here 
next year. Tho date of commissioning H. 
M S Corcoliua, whioh is to replace tho Hya 
clntb, Is also uncertain. To-morrow twenty 
invalided and time expired men with one 
officer will leave for Eogland. The officer 
ia Lieut. Hornby, of H.M.S. Royal Arthur, 
who will receive a special course of training 
to fit himself for another appointment.

AGAINST SEQUAH. 



Mr. Jnstice Crease Gives Judgment Re- 
versing: the Police Magistrate's 
Decision. 

Fine of Twenty-Five Dollars and Costs 
Imposed on the Medicine 
Man. 



Mr. Justice Creaso delivered judgment 
yeatorday on the oaao stated in tho appeal 
fr m the decision of Police Magistrate Mac- 
rae, who had dismissed the ohargo brought 
against "Sequah" of practising medicine 
without boing duly registered. The text of 
tho judgmont ia appended : 

I think, under the circumstances sot forth 
in this "case stated "—submitted for my 
decision on appeal— after examining the 
authorities cited (E. oyolop. Diot'y p 3,077,

ham, 34, L J., N S. 76, Lord Bramwel! ;

hearing counsel on both sides— that tho 
defendant Barufield, aliae Sequah, ia fully 
entitled to sell It ia patent medicines as pub 
Holy aa ho likes so long as they are not 
shown to bo inimical to the publio health ; 
and aa freely aa Parr's Lifo Pills, or any 
patent modicinc. Tho mero soiling without 
any induaomenb to any ono ia not " practia- 
ing medicine," hut ho is not entitled to call 
upon peoplo to Bubmit to his personal man- 
ipulation or inspection and dispensing of his 
medicine to them', asking their symptoms, 
diEeiBoa or complaints or treating them as he 
did in the cases before us with his medicine. 
I say nothing about him producing tho indi- 
viduals themselves as living advertisements 
of his buocoss in so treating them, as tho in- 
formation stops half way at the charge of 
" practising modicino " unlawfully. 

It Is but common sense to say that ho did 
this for gain or hope of roward, as the. sole 
object of the whole thing, and in every caee, 
was to sell us much of his drugs as poasiblo. 
The merit or value of the Sequah drugs 
as medicines are not in the case. 

I find that in the cases boforo tho cour 1 , 
acoordlrg to tho ordinary and oommonly 
understood meaning of tho words of seotitn 
41 of tho medical act as required to ba ap- 
plied to tho constriction of statutes, the acts 
of tho defendant legally amounted to prac- 
tising medicine, and havo brought him with- 
in the penal provisions of the modioli act. 

This aob, ib should be i.luorved, was 
passed in tho publio interest after very full 
debate and examination by tho legislature. 
It is a fao eimllo also of the act passed by 
the legislature of Ontario for a similar salu- 
tary objsct; and has been rendored neces- 
Bary for tho protection of the publio from 
being practised upon by persona incompe 
tent to treat dlaeaees safely and intelligent 
ly, and, like tho defendant, unskilled and 
untrained in the safe application of medical 
science and romodies to the dolicato and 
highly organized constitution of the human 
frame. 

Tho decision of the magistrate, therefore, 
in dismissing tho Information was erroneou 
and must be snd ia hereby reversed. And 
the defendant having so violate d the provi 
slons of tho act must be and la horoby fined 
in the sum of twenty-five dollars — the low- 
est sum mentioned in tint bahalf in the stat- 
ute, together with the costs of appeal and 
the costs in tho court below — together not 
to exceed 520.

The oily police find themselves again com 
polled to direot the attention of bad boya 
who Btoal apples and of the parents of the 
bad boya in question, to soction 341 of the 
criminal codo, under which orchard thieves 
are particularly dealt with. The penalty on 
conviction for a first otTonco ia §20 fine or 
imprisonment for ono month ; for a eubeo- 
quent offence tho magistrate has no option 
but to send the case for trial in the higher 
oourt, whore a term of bhreo years may be 
given. Complaints of orchard thieving have 
been quite frequent of late, and only yoator 
day Magistrate Macrae had to deal with a 
lad who had stolen apples from Misa CoIob, 
of the Lantdowne roud. Ho was dismissed 
with a caution, on his father paying all 
costa.
